Discussion 


1, NSC $hl9 was adopted to meet a particular situation, the 
eventuality of Guatemalan aggression in Latin America, 

2, Immediately following the fall of the former Guatemalan 
Government and tte formation of a new anti-Communist government on 
June 30 and July 1, 195U, the instructions issxied to the United States 
Navy, Caribbean Command, under the authority of NSC 51:19 were offi- 
cially rescinded* 

3, It appears to be extremely unlikely that there will be a 
recurrence of the particular situation with respect to this particular 
country to which NSC 51:19 might be applicable. 

Recommendation ; 

That NSC 51:19 be terraimted. 
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
